Their  service  was  deadly ,  11,237  of  them  were  killed  or  mortally 
wounded  in  action,  of  whom  6,563  were  left  dead  on  the  field  of  bat- 
tle, 13,354  died  before  thi-  expiration  of  their  terms  of  enlistment,  of 
diseases  contracteu  in  the  service;  Thirty-seven  Ohio  soliUerti  nut  nf 
ev9rv  thuumnd  fell  dead  or  mortall])  uoui.did  in  battle;  Forty-seven  m-  re 
died  in  the  IwsyntaU;  Sevejity-one  more  were  honorably  discharged  ^iraihle 
to  dn  tJie  dut  of  soditrs  by  reason  of  wounds  or  sickness  incurred  in 
th-  ir  C'Untry's  service. 

Tliey  fonglit  on  well  nigh  every  battle  field  of  the  war.  Within 
forty  eight  hours  afti-r  the  telegraphic  call,  two  Ohio  Hegimeuts 
were  on  their  way  to  the  rescue  of  the  Imperilled  Capitol,  in  the 
Sjtring  of  ls<;i.  An  «  Hiio  brigade,  in  good  order,  covered  the  retreat 
tr<jm  the  llrst  IJnll  IJun.  Ohio  troops  formed  the  bulk  of  the  army 
that  saved  West  Virginia ;  tlu'  bulk  of  tlie  army  that  saved  Kentucky: 
a  large  sliare  of  the  army  that  took  Fort  Donelson  ;  a  part  of  the  army 
at  Island  No.  10;  a  great  part  of  the  army  tlnit,  from  .stone  Itivi-r, 
and  Chickamauga,  and  Mission  IJidge,  and  Kenesaw,  and  Atlanta, 
.swept  down  to  the  sea  and  back  liiiough  the  Carolinas  to  tin- Ohl 
I>t>minion. 

They  fonglit  at  I'ea  Itidge.  They  charged  at  Wagner.  They  cam- 
paigned against  the  Indians  along  the  Inise  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
They  helped  to  redeem  North  Carolina,  They  were  in  the  siege  of 
Vicksburg,  the  siege  of  Charleston,  the  siege  of  Richmond,  the  siege 
of  Mobile,  at  I'ittslmrg  I.anding,  at  Autietam,  at  Gettysburg,  at 
Corinth,  in  the  Wilderness,  before  Nashville,  at  Five  Forks  and 
Appomatox  Court  House,  their  liones,  reposing  on  the  fields  they 
won,  are  a  perj^etual  binding  pb-dge  that  no  rtag  shall  ever  wave 
over  these  graves  of  our  soldiers  but  thefiag  they  fought  to  nuiintain.
